Nichols, Esther Barton, Cal Tyler 
and John R. McDaniel and Vaile. 
Nichols' term is also expiring. It 
is believed that he will be a candi- 
iate to succeed himself although 
ie has not filed his petition. 


Actually (and this will be de- 


nied in all probability) It is 
hoped that it will be a "quiet" 
election. Therefore, we under- 
stand, Atty. Nichols will be quiet-" 
ly placed in candidacy sometim^ 
before Saturday, the final filing 
date.

"quiet" elections is pure malar- 
key. We'd suggest that any up- 
right, civic-minded citizen, who 
feels he has something to contrib- 
ute to his community without pay, 
seek a position on the board. 


This Is not to suggest that the 


park district board has been in- 
competent. On the contrary, it is 
a high-principled group bent on 
administering its affairs in an 
efficient manner. Alas, its at- 
tempt at a super-dignified public 
administration has drawn to it 
suspicion from some quarters. 
It's paradoxical that some who 


cry and shout for a full expression 
of ballot-box sentiment in national 
and state elections and then take 
evasive action and seek a "quiet" 
election on 'local issues.

Wheat dropped 5 
cents to S2.05 a bushel, and soy- 
beans declined 10 cents to $2.68.

As Town Vote Filing Ends 


Midnight Monday was the last opportunity for Dixon township citi- 


zens to file nomination petitions for the coming April township election. 


According to William Wickey, Dixon township clerk, one other pe- 


tition has been filed in addHon to those announced in February. 


Percy W. Busby has entered the 


race for office of assistant super- 
visor.- Until Busby's petition, there 
was only one other office that pre- 
sented a contest. 


The offices of town clerk and as- 


sistant supervisor offer voters a 
choice of candidates. In other of- 
fices, voters are merely able to 
"rubber stamp" an approval of the 
candidates who filed petitions. 


According to Wickey, candidates 


have until Saturday to withdraw 
their petitions. After that deadline, 
the ballots arc dra\vn up for the en- 
'suing election April 7. 


Presently, there are not enough 


candidates for all of the various 
township offices open. There are 
16 vacancies available in the April 
election and only 15 candidates. 


Not enough candidates filed for 


the office of justice of the peace. 
Dixon township has five available 
•justice of the peace vacancies and 
four candidates. 


For the office of township clerk, 


incumbent William 
Wickey will 


run against former Clerk Waiter 
F. Fallstrom, who lost to Wickey 
in the last election. 


In the race for assistant town- 


ship supervisor, the five candidates

Enslavement 
Resolution 
Given Okay 


Senate Group Votes, 
8-6 to Condemn Reds 
For Violating Pacts 


WASHINGTON (IP) — The 


foreign relations committee 
today. approved 8 to 6 a re- 
vised resolution condemning 
Russia for perverting World 
War II agreements and en- 
slaving peoples. 


Six Democratic members of the 


committee voted against both an 
amendment to the original resolu- 
tion submitted by the State De- 
partment and against sending the 
measure on to the Senate. 


Sen. George (D-Ga) told report- 


ers he regarded the amendment 
inserted in the bill by the votes 
of seven Republicans and Sen. Gil- 
lette (D-Iowa) as "a negation of 
the whole resolution." 


The amendment said: 
"The 'adoption of this resolution 


does not constitute any determina- 
tion by the Congress as to the 
validity or invalidity of any of the 
provisions of .the said agreements 
or understandings." 


Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Republi- 


can leader, said he doesn't know 
whether the split vote in the com- 
mittee will be reflected in opposi- 
tion to the resolution in the Senate 
itself. 


The amendment was designed to 


meet demands by some Republi- 
cans that the resolution make 
clear Congress was not-affirming 
any of the "Big Three" agreements 
made 
by 
the late Franklin D. 


Roosevelt or the Potsdam agree- 
ment approved by President Tru- 
man.

NEW YORK (£>)— At least 


six persons— five of them 
women — perished in a light- 
ning-quick fire that flashed 
through a Bronx furniture 
factory today. Firemen said 
"there may be more loss of 
life." 


The six bodies were brought out 


by gasmasked f i r e m e n , who 
braved flames and dense smoke 
to rush inside the two-story struc- 
ture at River avenue and 150th 
street. 


Scores of "panicky workers fled 


from the building when the blaze 
broke out. 


Fire department officials said 


the five dead had been trapped in- 
side. 


G a s m a s k e d firemen groped 


through 
the smoke-choked two- 


story structure, trying to rescue 
those unable to get out. 


They carried out one man, un- 


conscious and seriously injured. 


Others were slightly hurt in their 


dash to the street.

Predict Hike 
In Wholesale 
Coffee Price 


NEW YORK—ffl—A countrywide 


increase in wholesale coffee prices 
was predicted by dealers here to- 
day after three roasters hiked their 
prices to jobbers. 


General Foods Corp., raised the 


price of its Maxwell House brand 
by two cents a pound, bringing the 
wholesale price to 86'/2 cents. The 
company gave jobbers an opportu- 
nity in the next 10 days to buy up 
to a normal 30-day supply at the 
old price of 84 ',2 cents. 


Two-cent boosts were also an- 


nounced by Albert Ehlers, Inc., 
and Holland House Coffee & Tea 
Corp. 


The price increases on the roast- 


ed product were said to reflect a 
recent rise in the cost of Brazilian 
green coffee, sparked by prospects 
of decontrol. Brazilian prices are 
at an all-time peak, trade spokes- 
men pointed out.

Dictator Peron Narrowly«/ 
Misses Bonlb at Station 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina—Wl—A powerful bomb planted in a 


luggage checkroom in the Buenos Aires railway station exploded Mon- 
day a few minutes before President Juan D. Peron returned by special 
train from his state visit to Chile. 


Peron's car, at the train, was 


halted about 100 yards from the 
site of the explosion, which-ripped 
a big hole in the checkroom wall 
and shattered windshields of cars 
parked outside. 


The only casualty reported was 


a boy who suffered facial cuts. 


Police took in all 10 employees 


of the checkroom for questioning. 
The railways and nil parts of the 
station are owned and operated by 
the government the clerks are gov- 
einment employees. 


On a normal day the blast would 


have caused a major 
disaster. 


However, the station had been 


cleared of all but officials 
for 


Peron's arrival and the big con- 
course was almost empty. 


Outside 
thousands of 
excited 


Peromstas packed Plaza Britanica 
and adjoining streets to welcome 
the President. They did not know 
that anything unusual had hap- 
pened. 


In his address to the welcoming 


throng, Peron made no reference 
to the explosion. 


Investigators were inclined to 


speculate the bomb may have been 
ptcpared with a long fuse intended 
to explode it at 6:30 p.m., when 
the Peron train was due.

Van Fleet, who will retire on 


March 31, heard Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley, chairman of the joint 
chiefs of staff, read the citation: ' 


The ceremony came after Van 


Fleet had gone into a 30-minute 
huddle with Eisenhower and de? 
fense chiefs. There was no disclo- 
sure of what they had discussed 
in this meeting. 


Afterwards, Van Fleet was El- 


senhower's guest at a luncheon at- 
tended by militarys and congres- 
sional leaders.

The 60-year-old general, moving 


toward retirement M a f*c h 3i; 
brings with him an expressed con- 
viction that a United Nations offen- 
sive in Korea could "certainly" be 
successful.

fall if you don't keep ladders and 
other climbing equipment in good 
repair around your farmstead. 


Falls are the main cause of in- 


juries that occur on farms and 
around farm, homes, says J. W. 
Matthews, executive secretary of 
the Illinois Rural Safety Council. 


Matthews suggests that you keep 


your ladders under cover and in a 
handy location when you are not 
using them. It is always a good 
idea to use a substantial ladder 
and not to substitute some make- 
shift chair, box or table to do your 
climbing. 


Check your ladders for rusted or 


loose bolts and nails, cracks, or 
rotted or loose rungs and supports. 
It's cheaper to make repairs right 
away or get a new ladder than to 
have an accident.

Boosted in 
Seed Tests 


URBANA—Experiments in treat 


ing smut-free seed oats at the Illi- 
nois Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion have shown yield increases of 
3 to 4 bushels an acre from treat- 
ment with recommended chemi- 
cals. 


Plant pathologist 
B e n j a m i n 


Koehler figures that with custom 
treatment costing from 12 to 15 
cents a bushel this yield" increase 
brings up to S3 extra return per 
acre. 


And this is on smut-free oats, he 


emphasizes. With smut-susceptible 
oats, the returns would usually be 
larger. 


Seed oats should be treated even 


though they are smut resistant, 
Koehler advises, becauses they are 
also subject to certain seedling 
blight diseases that seed 
treat- 


ments help to control. 


Such varieties as Andrew, Ne- 


maha, Bonda and Mindo will not 
have smut even if they are not 
treated. But our most popular oat 
variety in Illinois, Clinton, is not 
smut resistant! 


At present only two chemicals 


are recommended for oat seed 
treatment. Ceresan M. a dry mate- 
rial, and Panogen, a liquid. Either 
one can be used in the slurry ma- 
chine method of seed treating, but 
only Ceresan M can be used in the 
dust machines. 


Some chemicals recommended 


for treating wheat and corn have 
little value for oats, because they 
are not volatile. To work well on 
oats, the chemical has to give off 
fumes that will get beneath the 
hulls of the kernels and kill the 
fungi located there. This is not a 
problem with wheat and corn, 
which have no hulls. 


Several 
new chemicals have 


given good results in smut control 
in experiment station tests the past 
few years. Koehler reports. But 
it's also necessary to know how 
well they control seedhnp: blight 
and whether they damage the seed. 


These -experiments are among 


the current agronomy research 
projects being conducted at the 
College of Agriculture.

land values published by the U. S. 
D. A. bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics. 


Land markets in 
surrounding 


slates were not so strong as in, 
Illinois. 
While prices rose 7 per- 


cent in Illinois, increases in neigh- 
boring states were smaller—Indi- 
ana 5 per cent. Iowa and Missouri 
2 per cent, and Wisconsin, no 
change. 
None of these states 


showed any price increases from 
July to November. 


For the United States as a whole, 


average faim land prices went up 
3 per cent from November, 1951, 
to July, 1952, but showed no change 
to November. 


During the past 20 years. Illinois 


land prices have 
climbed 
each 


year but one. Dollar values in- 
creased about exactly 
four-fold. 


During the same years, prices of 
Illinois farm products have multi- 
plied by six, but prices received

months have been only about five 
times the 1932 level. 


SURVEY FACTS 


A recent study of dairy feeding 


practices 
on 109 Illinois dairy 


farms showed that about 60 per- 
cent of the dairymen were not do- 
ing a good job of feeding grain 
mixtures according to production.

Allies' Wild Alarms Frustrate Efforts 


to Break Stalemate 


Henry Cabot Lodge, America's ambassador to the United 


Nations, has canvassed the roster of UN countries who are 
helping in the Allied fight in Korea, and has found them sin- 
gularly unenthusiastic about any new war moves. 


As an immediate practical matter, this is not a great 


cause for worry, since the United States itself is planning no 
shattering new offensives. But as an indication of attitude, 
Lodge's survey results are disheartening. 


Britain, France and India (not a combatant but a strong 


influence on Korean issues) have brought themselves to a 
state of mind where they see any action whatsoever as 
fraught with unimaginable perils. The capture of more than 
one or two Communist dugouts a week is seen as leading to 
"enlargement of the war." 


This mood is all too reminiscent of the 1930's, when a 


spirit of "peace at any price" produced a war that nearly 
ground free men's liberties into the dust. 
* 
* 
* 


One is reminded of the "Bore War" phase of World War 


II, when France, with a 6,000,000-man army, "helped" em- 
battled Poland by "exerting pressure" on Nazi Germany's 
western borders. This valiant effort compelled Nazi soldiers 
to yank down clotheslines they had strung in front of out- 
post fortifications, but accomplished little else. 


The fact that we do not now contemplate some kind of 


big push is secondary. What is important is the failure o 
these other nations to propose any variety of constructive 
suggestion for the prosecution or conclusion of the Korean 
war. 
(We are leaving out truce efforts on the ground thai 


the Reds have shown they have no sincere intentions toward 
peace at this time.) 


We have a right to expect from our fellow combatant 


—and from India—more than frenzied alarms every time we 
hint that a stalemated war isn't a good state of affairs anc 
that something ought to be done to get the free world ou 
of it. 
it 
*

At the present time, the United States is attempting to 


frame a policy that calls for the gradual withdrawal of 
ground forces of the UN from Korea and of France from 
Indo-China. Since this' program is the very opposite of poli 
cies which would "enlarge the war," it should appeal mightil; 
to France and Britain. 


Nevertheless, it has to be pointed out that the plan ha 


its positive aspects. Withdrawal is not the whole story. I 
calls for the active buildup of South Korean armies in Korea 
and Vietnamese armies in Indo-China. That means more 
training and more equipment and together they spell more 
money. 


The U. S. inevitably will have to bear a large share of 


that burden, but it is wholly fair to exact from our allies a 
heavier financial contribution than they have thus far been 
making either in Europe or the Far East.' 


This seems not too much to ask of nations whose ides 


of protecting themselves against a menacing foe is to coun 
sel timidity and flex no big muscles until the enemy is al 
most at the gates. 


Non-Communist Oath Once Useful 


It is a commonplace that Communists lie as easily as 


they talk. They think nothing of swearing a false oath if it 
suits their tactics of the moment. 


One may wonder, therefore, how the non-Communist 


oath' required of all union officials by the Taft-Hartley law 
could ever have been even slightful useful. Nevertheless it 
was. 


That was so because many key labor men in 1946 and 


1947 were well known as Reds. They could not have sue 
ceeded at the bald device of false swearing. 
Thus a good 


number were pushed off the labor stage. Others were penal- 
ized in a different way, when the CIO purged whole unions 
that were dominated by Communist leadership. 


But the pattern has changed.' Key Red operators are 


deeper underground today and 'those planted in unions are 
not so easily recognizable. They can take the anti-Commu- 
nist oath and never bat an eye, and who will be the wiser? 


The administration and some top lawmakers are talking 


of requiring the same oath of corporation managers, to "bal- 
ance" matters. But the chances are that the oath has out- 
lived its usefulness and might better be discarded altogether.

Take Bridge Tip From Tourney Hand 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


•When today's hand was played 


in the recent World Championship 
Match in New York, the American 
West did not consider his hand 
worth an opening two biti. It was 
a borderline hand, and he would 
have opened with a two bid if his 
clubs had been spades. Since his 
best suit was a minor, however, 
he prefered the more conservative 
opening bid. 


As you can see from the bidding 


in the" diagram, West found a way 
to show his full strength by dou- 
bling everything in sight . there- 
after. 
The double of one spade 


was a takeout double, but the 
double of two diamonds could be 
played either way, and East chose 
to pass. When West also doubled 
two spades, East was delighted to 
pass. 


South went for a nice ride at 


two spades. 
West cashed two top 


hearts, continued with the king of 
clubs, shifted to the ace of dia- 
monds, and then led his singleton 
king of spades. 


South took the ace of1 spades, 


entered dummy with a diamond, 
and led the queen of hearts in- 
stead of cashing dummy's remain- 
ing diamond. East ruffed with the 
nine, and South overruffed with 
the jack. South next led a trump, 
and East took three trump tricks. 
A club shift now gave West two 
tricks in that suit, for down four. 


In the other room, the Swedish 


West opened with two clubs rather 
than only one club. He eventually 
played the hand at three no-trump, 
and was set one trick by careful 
defense. The American team thus 
scored 700 points in the first room 
and 50 points in the second room 
for a total gain of 750 points on the 
hand. 


rerhaps this hand will serve as 


a lesson to the-many players who 
Itch to open with a two bid on the 
slightest possible excuse. There is 
no advantage in reaching a game,

Peeler Cites Allen W. Dulles to Illustrate "Federal

We have been told that our income taxes can- 


not be reduced until the expenses of government administration are 
reduced to the necessities, but here is a new boy of the Republican 
administration and brother, of the secretary of state loftily telling us 
that it is none of our business how many millions this layout handed 
over to the A. F. of L., which is a holding company for some of the 
worst thieves and predators unhung, or io Dubinsky or his union, 
which is actually a political organization hell bent for Marxian So- 
cialism. 


Lt.-Gen. Beedle Smith was director of the CIA in Truman's ad- 


ministration and he now has moved over into the State department 
as assistant to John Dulles, while Allen Dulles eases into CIA. Smith 
was not qualified to run a bureau of this kind even if it could be argued, 
as nobody does argue, that such a mischievous cabal had a legitimate 
place in the type of government that we are supposed to have. Smith 
once admitted that he had to assume that there were Communists in 
his organization and the next day swallowed his words.

admitted that the charge actual 
ly was one of homosexuality and 
that he forfeited his $25 bail, thus 
declining the chance to clear his 
name.

Offie transferred from State to

F. of L. and Dubinsky's union 
about $3,000,000 of our money to 
pay the expenses of an attempt to 
keep the Kremlin Communist* out 
of the labor unions in Western 
Germany, France, Italy, Austria, 
Greece and *o forth. 


Anotlitr ptrton formerly hlfh la 


the CIA told me Dubinsky him- 
self had carried $50,000 in Ameri- 
can currency on one of his trips 
to Europe. 


Dubinsky is a great hand at 


mysterious stuff. His union paper 
boasted soon after VE day that 
the union had operated its own 
system of espionage in European 
countries during the war at the 
expense of the needle-workers, 
mostly in New York, who put 
up the money out of small wages. 
Naturally the union bosses could 
not be expected to give a detailed 
account of this money and there 
was never any statement of even 
a general kind as to what actual- 
ly happened to how much. 


Offie implored me to seek out 


Bullitt. Roy Howard told me Bul- 
litt had phoned him to ask what 
was eating me, anyway. 
Bullitt 


told Roy he wanted to tell me 
something and Roy phoned BOllitt 
about ten times and I phoned him 
at least that often in three or four 
days on a trip to New York, 
am sure Bullitt got our messages 
but the next I heard of him was 
that they had gone to Mexico. 


Bullitt holds information which 


is the key to the whole mess of 
homosexuality in State. I hope 
this does not sound like an insinu 
ation against Bullitt because that 
is not my intention. However, one 
of the reisons why Bullitt got out 
was that he wanted Roosevelt to 
fire an individual in one of the 
State department positions on the 
ground that this character was a 
pervert, and Roosevelt refused. 


Offie has lefl CIA and is now 


studying law in the office of Max 
Truitt, who married Alben Bark' 
ley's daughter.

The Russian's speech was his 


promised reply to a 10-point indict- 
ment in which Lodge last week 
accused Russia of supplying arma- 
ments to the Chinese Reds and 
North Koreans. Lodge said the 
Russians could end the war in 
Korea any time they wanted to. 


Vishinsky acknowledged that the 


Russians had sold and still ar» 
selling arms to Communist China, 
as Lodge charged, but said this 
was under terms of the Moscow- 
Peiping Mutual Friendship Treaty.

its 16-inch guns:- The Navy called 
the attack "heavy" and said the 
Mighty Mo concentrated on Com- 
munist bridges and tunnels. 


There was only a brief flurry of 


ground action 
along the 
front. 


U. ^N. troops threw back three 
small Red probes befo're dawn and 
killed an estimated 20 Reds. 


One group of Thunderjets smack 


ed a Red military communication 
headquarters south of Kohandong, 
the Air Fdrce said. Kohandong is 
only three miles from the Yalu 
River boundary between Red Ko- 
rea and Manchuria. 


The fighter-bombers leveled 12 


buildings, including one more than 
400 feet long, and damaged at least 
three others.

butter he had bought up since last 
November. 


Dealers here think he may have 


a hard time doing it — he's asking 
more than the present wholesale 
nice of butter on this market. 


At the same time he announces 


he will continue to support butter 
prices for another year, although 
at two cents a pound less than the 
67.75 cents a pound he paid for the 
90 million pounds. 


Oleo Maker* Watch 


One of the most interested watch- 


ers of the government's butter 
troubles is the National Association 
of Margarine Manufacturers, which 
has been doing considerable crow- 
ing over the rise in consumer use 
of oleo last year, while butter con- 
sumption was falling. 


Oleo's cheaper pri'ce has been 


its chief selling point. Butter re- 
tails just now in New York around 
80 cents a pound and oleo around 
30 cents. 


Citing Department of Agriculture 


figures, the margarine industry 
says its production last year to- 
talled 1,300.000,000 pounds, a jump 
of 23 per cent over 1951. 


Creamery butter output is es'ti* 


mated by the department at 1,205,- 
700,000 pounds. But the butter in- 
dustry says that perhaps an addi- 
tional 200 million pounds were 
churned on the farms. 


Consumption Falls 


The government-got into the but- 


ter business again—had a similar 
over-supply situation in 1949-50 —- 
because butter production just now 
is running 15 per cent higher than 
the 1947-51 average. At the same 
time consumption last year fell to 


pounds per person, compared 


with 10% pounds in 1950. 


As butter prices skidded, the 


government stepped in and bought 
up all offered at 90 per cent of 
parity, or 67.75 cents a pound. 


The new secretary of agriculture 


would like to get out of the parity 
support deal, warning dairy farm- 
ers it "will price them out of th« 
market," but he's giving the in- 
dustry another year "to solve Us 
own problems." 


Have Problems 


Margarine . makers are having 


their problems, too. The industry 
has expanded so fast — some 22 
makers with 42 plants in the 1940's 
and 34 makers now with 60 plants 
— that competition is keen. 


Some margarine spokesman con- 


tend that "there is no profit in 
making oleo now."

grand larceny sentence there. 


Caught shortly after this escape, 


he and another prisoner made a 
dash for liberty from the Atmore. 
Ala., prison camp in a dump truck 
in late 1950. 


The FBI said he went to Mem- 


phis, Tenn., and although already 
married and the father of two chil- 
dren, got married again there. 


Later, the FBI said he stole pay- 


roll checks and a check-writing 
device from a construction com- 
pany in Louisville, Ky., and floated 
$1,100 in rubber checks in various
